CONTINUED ITEMS 
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2. PD-03-05, UP-03-23, Z-04-01 - The applicant, Blacksmith Homes LLC, requests 

approval of a Final Planned Development/Vesting Tentative Map, Use Permit and 
Rezone to allow the construction of 25 single family homes.  The project site is 
located on the east side of Wilson Street, approximately 600 feet south of East 
18th Street and north of the existing Almondridge subdivision.

3. PW 357-303-04 - The applicant, Robert Edelman, is requesting approval of a 

minor subdivision to create seven condominium units within a 19,800 s.f. 
automotive service center currently under construction.  

 
4. UP-03-24 - The applicant, AGI CAPITAL GROUP requests a 

recommendation for approval of a Use Permit and Tentative Map to allow the 
conversion of the existing 128 unit Baywoods Apartment Complex from rental 
residential units to condominium units.  The site is located at 2005 San Jose 
Drive (APN 076-440-032).  The recommendation for approval of a variance 
for the number of guest parking stalls shall also be considered as a part of 
this request.
